Tbt> Federal Beportei for Jane 27, 


1882, a periodical devoted to the publi- 
cation of the decisions of the United 
States Courts, announces the decision 
Of Judge Baxter, in the United States 
Circuit Court of the northern district of 
Ohio, of the following very important 
case, which tally relates the position 
taken by railroad attorneys and a,dvo- 
•cates, that carriers have the right to dis- 
criminate in rates, basing their discrim- 
ination on the amount of freight shipped. 


Bait was brought by John Heayg <t 


Co., who were engaged in the business 
of mining and shipping coal iu Saline- 
ville, Ohio, against the Pennsylvania 
Company, to recover the difference be- 
tween races paid by them and those 
.paid by others. 
The case, as stated by 


•the Federal Reporter, is as follows: 


"The plaintiffs were wholly depen- 


dent on the defendant for transporta- 
tion. The regular tariff between those 
points—Salineville and Cleveland—was 
$1 69 per ton, with a rebate of from 30 
to 70 cents per ton to persons shipping 
over 5,000 tons dnnug a year, the 
amount oi rebate being graduated ac- 
cording to the quantity shipped. Un- 
der this schedule plaintiffs were required 
to pay higher rates on the coal shipped 
by them then were exacted from other 
and rival parties, who shipped larger 
quantities. The defendant claimed that 
the discriminations were made in good 
faith, to stimulate production, and to 
increase its tonnage, and were within 
the discretion confided by law to every 
Common carrier. la au action to re- 
cover back the excess of tariff paid by 
plaintiff, held, that such discriminations 
were illegal, and that plaintiffs were en- 
titled to recover the amount paid with 
interest thereon. 
* " * Its road, 


though owned by the corporation, was 
nevertheless constructed for public uses, 
•nd is, in a qualified seuse, a public 
fcighway. Hence, everybody constitut- 
ing a part of the public, for whose ben- 
efit 't was authorized, is entitled to an 
equal tnd impartial participation in the 
use of the facilities it is capable of af- 
fording. Its ownership by the corpora- 
tion is in trust us well for the public as 
(or the shareholders; but its first and 
primary obligation is to the public. We 
need not recount all these obligations. 
It is enough for present purposes to say 
that the defendant has no right tu make 
unreasonable and unjust discrimina- 
tions." 


In discussing what are reasonable 


discriminations, mention is made of 
carrying one person free for special 
reasons, when no harm is worked to 
others, or in carrying supplies to a des- 
titute community free, or in carrying 
machinery, etc., for mining into dis- 
tricts, to develop the country, at lower 
rates than are charged on other classes 
of freight. 
Freight earned very long 


distanceii may also be carried at a reas- 
onably less rate per mile than freight 
transported for short distances, simply 
because it costs legs to perform the ser- 
vices, but in this case it was decided 
that the unjust discrimination rested on 
the amount of freight supplied by the 
respective shippers during the year, and 
that if this was allowed, the business of 
the country was, in a great degree, sub- 
ject to the will of the railroad officials. 
That such a discrimination is in favor 
of capital, and is contrary to sound pub- 
lic policy, violative of that quality of 
right guaranteed to every citi/en, and u 
wrong to the disfavored party, for which 
the courts are competent to give redress. 


This is one of the most important de- 


cisions yet made by the courts, and 
fully sustains the position Uken by 
champions of the rights of the public. 


Mr. Dapew, the Legislative counsel 


of the New York Central Ii. B., iu a re- 
cent speech before the New York Legis- 
lature, ridiculed the idea that charges 
should be bused upon the co-t of the 
service rather tban upon the principle 
of what the traffic would bear—the lat- 
ter question being wholly at the discre- 
tion of the railroads. 


The Uuited States Courts have, as a 


rule, always protected public rights 
against the abuse of power on the part 
of corporations.

lands. The homestead entries last year 
covered 5,028,100 acres, while for the 
fiscal year jnst closed there were taken 
nnder this Aot the' enormous area of 
land amounting to 6,347,729 aores. The 
increase in the settlements nnder the 
Agricultural Aot is striking, the last re- 
port showing the entries nnder this law 
a grand total acreage of 10,893,397 
against 15,899,819 for the fiscal year 
oloaed last Jane. The total receipts for 
the office for the fiscal year of 1880-81 
were $5,406,388, while for the year jnst 
closed the receipts were $8,381,091. 
The principal cash sales were for agri- 
cultural lands, among them being Cali- 
fornia, 145,274 acres at $307,644, Col- 
orado, 74,189 acres at $116,980; New 
Mexico, 4,326 acres at $6,360; Oregon, 
$57,750 acres at $14,512; Utah, 8,690 
acres at $17,"242; Washington Territory, 
1 26,744 acres at $240,230; Wyoming 
2,781 acres at $6,000, 
The mineral 


land entries for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1881, covered 207,180 aores; 
for the fiscal year which ha* just closed 
37,063 acres, Most of these entries 
were made in Colorado, where 17,125 
acres were taken. Then followed Cali- 
fornia with 8,113; Montana with 3,992; 
Nevada, 1,965; Arizona, 1,733 A New 
Mexico, 1,014; Utah, 1,142, the rest all 
being under 500 acres. There does not 
seem to have been much activity in the 
way of new discoveries in the Black 
Hills country, as Dakota shows only 
1,888 acres taken for the year. Under 
the Desert Land Act there were 108,560 
acres taken daring the fiscal year end- 
ing Jane 30, 1881.
